THE BIG SUPPLY BILLS ARE IN THE WAY 


There Being Such a Short Time To 
Transact Business, It Is Doubtful 
if Public Buildings Bills 
Will Be Acted on This 
Session.

Washington. March  1.—(Special.)—The 
house public buildings committee will to- 
morrow submit favorable reports upon 
Colonel Livingston's bill for a new build- 
ing at Atlanta and Mr. Howard's bill for 
a new post office building for Athens. 
Several other similar bills will be reported, 
but these are the only ones for Georgia. 

It was fully expected that the reports 
would be made today, but Chairman Mer- 
cer, who has all the bills in charge, refused, 
for some reason, to put them in. There 
is scarcely any chance at this late day 
for either of these bills to pass the 
house. They can only be got up by a 
suspension of the gules and in view of the 
number of bills which the committee put 
through yesterday, when it was given a 
day for ite bills, there is slim chance of 
any other bill of this kind getting through 
‘A this session. 

Colonel Livingston believes, however, 
that there is still a chance for the Atlanta 
bill. He has been working first with Chair- 
man Mercer, and then with Speaker Reed, 
and then with the members in all parts 
of the house, and if there is half a chance, 
both he and Mr. Howard will get their 
bills through. It is doubtful, however, 
whether mere. is anything like half a 


Shane. 
Supply Bills in the Way. 


In the closing days of the session every- 


thing else must give way to the big supply 


bills and other general matters of para- 
mount interest. Bills of this character 
stand a small chance. It takes but one 
objection to prevent a bill.coming under 
unanimous consent, and a measure must 
have two-thirds of the house earnestly 


for it to stand any sort of a show. 

With the exception of these two bills, 
all the Georgia matters which have been 
reported by the committees have been put 
through both houses. Senators Bacon 
and Clay have been very diligent in watch- 
ing Gecrgia’s interests, and as soon as 
‘the house bills have got over to the senate 
side, they have been rushed through. 

The sundry civil bill is in conference, 
but this in no way affects Atlanta fed- 
eral prison item, which has been agreed 
to by both: houses. Only matters of dif- 
ference ara treated in conference. 

The omnibus clatm bill, which has been 
passed, carries a number cf Georgia items.

GRAND JURY CHARGES HIM WITH 
MURDER IN FIRST DEGREE. 


Club Man May Be Remanded to the 
Tombs Without Hope of 
Bail. 


New York, March 1.—Roland B. Mul- 
ineaux was today indicted by the grand 
jury for murder in the first degree in caus- 
ing the death of Mrs. Katherine J. Adams. 

The finding of the indictment does away 
with a hearing before the coroner and 
there will be small chance for Molineaux’s 
counsel to take any steps in his behalf un- 
til the case actually comes totrial. b 

The indictment contained four counts: 
First, that Roland B. Molineaux sent @ 
poison through the mails to kill and which 
did kill Mrs. Katherine J. Adams; second, 
that Molineaux did send through the mails 
a poison for the purpose of killing some 
unknown person; third, that Molineaux 
sent through the mails cyanide¢of mercury 
with intent to kill; fourth, that Molineaux 
sent an unknown poison to kill some un- 
known person. 

Molineaux will be arraigned before Re- 
corder Goff tomorrow morning. He then 
will probably be remanded to the Tombs 
without bail.

SENATE ARMY BILL PASSES 
WITH LITTLE OPPOSITION 


In Canying the Bill Through House the Necessity 
e f an Extra Session Is Avoided

‘Washington, March 1.—The last linger- 


ing possibility of an extra session of con- 


grees disappeared today when the house 
passed the senate army reorganization 
bill. 

Very considerable and vigorous opposi- , 
tion to the acceptance of the senate Dill 
was voiced on both sides of the hall and 
for a time it appeared possible. that the 
bill would not secure the necessary two- 
thirds to pass it 5 suspension of the 


rules. 


But the republican leaders, Messrs. Hen- 


derson, Grosvenor and Cannon, came to its, 


support on the republican side and Mr. Bai- 
ley, the democratic leader, threw the weight 
of his influence in favor of the bill on the 
democratic side, arguing that it provided 
for only a temporary increase of the army 
which would be made permanent if con- 
gress were convened in extra session. 

Another big element in the Vote was 
Mr. Hull’s recital of a statement made 
by the president to him that he ‘would not 
construe section 12 as authority to con- 
script the minority in volunteer organiza- 
tions which should elect to remain in«the 
service. 4 

The dill passed, 203 to 32, and it now goes 
to the president. 

The decks were also cleared of many 
other important metters. The general de- 
ficiency bill, carrying $21,089,000, was passed 
under suspension of the rules without a 


word of criticism, This is the last of the. 


appropriation bills. The senate amend- 
ments to the river and harbor bill were 
non-concurred in and it was sent to con- 
ference, the friends of the Nicaraugua ca- 
nal amendment having decided to postpone 
their fight until the conferees report.

There was considerable excitement on 
the floor this morning before the assembling 
of the house at 11 o’clock in anticipation 
of a desperate fight upon the Nicaragua 
canal amendment to the river and harbor 
bill. Immediately after the reading of the 
journal the senate amendments to the 
sundry civil bill were non-concurred in and 
the bill was sent to conference. Messrs. 
Cannon, republican, of Illinois; Moody, re- 
publican, of Massachusetts, and Dockery, 
democrat, of Missouri; were appointed con- 
ferees, 

Mr. Mahon, republican, of Pennsylvania, 
chairman of the committee on war claims, 
presented the conference report upon the 
bill to pay certain judgments of the court 
of claims, under the Bowman and Tucker 
acts. As it passed the house the bill car- 
ried 189,000. The senate placed upon it 
what is known as the omnibus bull, increas- 
ing it to $9,030,000. Over $4,000,000 of the 
increase were Bowman and Tucker acts 
claims, $1,065,000 were French spollation 
claims and $482,000 were miscellaneous 
claims. The conference report reduced the 
total carried by the bill to $3,100,000. 

Mr. Loud, republican, of California, at- 
tacked the conference report and the claims 
it carried as to the French spoilation 
claims. He said if there ever existed any 
equity in them it had disappeared. No one, 
he said, could read the veto message of

KIPLING GAINING STRENGTH. 


CHANGE FOR THE BETTER SEEN 
IN HIS CONDITION. 


The Abandonment of the Oxygen! 
Treatment Is Considered a 


Good Sign. 


New York, March 1.—The conditfon of 


Rudyard Kipling is very much improved to- 


night. The crisis in the disease was passed | 


this morning. 


This was the ninth day of Mr. Kipling’s 


iliness. In pneumonia the crisis is usually 
reached by the seventh or ninth days, but 
it may be delayed until fourteen. Therefore 
there were forty-eight hours during which 
the physicians hardly left their patient's 
side. During that time Kipling suffered 
greatly during his conscious moments, but 
he was frequently unconscious or suffering 
from attending delir#um, It required an iron 
constitution to bear up against the inten- 
sity of the disease, for Mr. Kipling’s dis- 
ease is a double lobar pneumonia, a pneu- 
monia of both lungs. 

The most advanced scientific methods 
have been adopted for the treatment and 
for several days oxygen was forced into 
the lungs to tide over the times that Kip- 


‘ling was unable to breathe sufficient air to 
‘sustain life. 


The oxygen method was abandoned yes- 


after a few hours dropped into a refresh- 
ing sleep, the first in days and the one es- 
sential to restore his fast waning strength.

Armor Plant Is Made,

After a Hard Fight in the Senate the 
House Price of $450 for Armor 
Plate Is Lowered to $300 on 
Amendment of Senator 
Tillman, , 


Washington, March 1.—The senate is rap- 
idiy clearing its decks for final adjourn- 
ment. 

The naval appropriation bill, which ordi- 
narily consumes the time of the senate for 


several days, was passed this afternoon 


after less than five hours of debate. In that 
time, however, it was amended radically in 
one respect. The price to be paid by the 
government for armor plate was fixed in 
the bill at $300 a ton, a reduction of the 
amount fixed by the house of $145 a ton. 

In addition, the secretary of the navy was 
authorized in the event of refusal of the 
armor plate companies to supply armor at 
$300 a ton, to proceed to the constrifction 
of an armor factory to cost $1,500,000 and 
placing in the secretary’s control $2,000,000 
with which to operate the government plant. 

The fight for these amendments was led 
by Mr. Tillman, of South Carolina, who 
made a characteristically sensational speech 
in support of the propositions. 

The genate adopted resobutions of regret 
at the death of Lord Herschel and concluded 
the day’s session by pronouncing eulogies 
upon the late Representative Dingley.

Tillman declared that millions of dol- 
lars were being squandered by the gov- 
ernment in feathering the nests of the 
armor trust and he felt that the senate 
and country ought to know “what 
kind of a steal was going on.” 


He said, in the course of his speech, that 
he proposed an alternative proposition to 
establish a government armor plant, so that 
the United States could say to the armor 
trust that if it did not supply armor at a 
proper price the government would manu- 
facture ite own armor. He said it was 


perfectly evident that the two Pennsylvania 


armor plants had a pull, whatever that 
might mean,“ in the other house of con- 
gress, and were able to hold up the price 
of armor. a 


Mr. Tilman became involved in a sharp 


colloquy with Mr. Gallinger over the sub-

PRESIDENT'S SYMPATHY I$ CONVEYED 


Baron Herschell Was One of the Most 
Distinguished Men in Great 
Britain and an Admirer of 
America and Amer- 
icans. 


Washington; March 1.—Baron Farrer 
Herschell. one of the commissioners from 
Great Britain on the joint high commis- 
sion recently in session here to adjust 
differences between the United States and 
Canada, died quite suddenly at 7:05 o'clock 
this morning at the Shoreham hotel, where 
he had been confined to his bed for sev- 
eral weeks with a broken bone caused by 
a fall on a slippery sidewalk. 

Lord (erschell’s death came without 
warning. Except for the pain incident 
to the fracture of his leg, which occurred 
on February 15th, he has been in excel- 
lent health and spirits, and up to almost 
the hour of his death there were no pre- 
monitory symptoms of the coming end. He 
had received visitors every day, and had 
enjoyed seeing his friends and talking with 
them. 

Death Came Quickly. 

‘At the time of the accident a tralned 
nurse was.procured from Baltimore, and 
on account of the dead man's neiplesshess 
has been with him almost constantly, espe- 


cially at night, when she never left. his | 


room. At about 5 o’click this morning 
his lordship awakened and called to the 
nurse, who found him breathing heavily. 
After receiving some attentions he said 
he felt better, and again went to sleep. 

A littie after 6 o’clock he again called the 
nurse, and sald he felt ill, and complained 
of great pain in his chest bélow the heart. 
Dr. W. W. Johnston was _ hastily sum- 
moned, and after a hurried examination, 
dispatched a messenger for Dr. Maddox, 
who joined him in a few minutes. The 
pain, however, did not yield to treatment, 
and at five minutes after 7 o'clock his 
lordship breathed his last. 

In answer to inquiries the physicians 
said they were unable to give the exact 
cause of death, but the symptoms, they 
thought, indicated that it was angina pec- 
toris. His lordship's family, who, with 
the exception of his son, Richard, at Ox- 
ford, is in the south of France, have been 
cabled the sad news. It is assumed that 
the body will be sent to England as soon 
as possible, but no definite arrangements 
have yet been made. 

The secretary of state cabled Mr. Choate, 
our ambassador at London, as follows: 


“Express through appropriate chan- 
nels the deep sorrow the president feels 
by reason of the death of Lord Her- 
schell, whose career of eminent useful- 
ness is thus cut short on the even of the 
accomplishment of his mission.

pulsion be read and placed on file. 

In view of the fact that the assets of the 
club in question are to be sold at public 
auction in St. Louis on the 14th instant, it 
would seem that the magnates had decided 
not to take action which might be contrary 
to law. 

Just whether any further move was made 
in the matter during the present session 
could not be ascertained tonight, but in 
all probability a twelve-club schedule will 
be adopted with St. Louis left in.

Regarding canned roast beef, the witness 
said there was no distinction between the 
packing cattle and those for refrigerating 
purposes, except that the canners and 
packers were leaner: so as not to get so 
much fat in the can. The leanest of the 
carcass was selected for packing. 

Witness said his company turned out 
about 17,000,000 pounds of canned meats last 
year. The only by-product of the canned 
beef was the water in which the meat was 
boiled which furnished “an infinitesimal 
amount of beef extract.”

Washington, March 1.~The conferees of 


RUMORED POPE HAS | 
BLOOD POISONING 


| His Holiness Was Resting Well After 


the Operation Was Finished. 


HE MUTTERS UNCONSCIOUSLY 


Hermatic Cyst Had Been Forming for 
* More Than Thirty Years. 


POPE WEVER INFORMED ANY ONE 


During the Difficult Operation the Pa- 
tient Cried Out a Number of 
Times in His Pain. 


— | 


Rome, March 1.—It was ascertained by 
inquiry at the vatican at a late hour this 
evening that the pope was resting tranquil- 
ly. The wound continues healthy and the 
pain diminished. f 

After the operation it appears the weak - 
ness due to loss of blood became extreme, 
and his holiness lost consciousness and 
muttered unintelligible Latin phrases. Cor- 
dials, broths and champagne were adminis- 
tered with good effect. 

Dr. Lapponi left the vatican for a short 
time about midnight. He then seemed very 
hopeful. The pope has always concealed 
the existence of the tumor. 

There was a touching scene after the 
operation. The pope’s extreme weakness 
alarmed his attendants. Presently the pope 
asked Dr. Mazzoni why they wept, and 
whether it was because he was growing 
worse. Dr. Mazzoni said: 

„No. They weep because they love your 
holiness.“ . 

Dr. Mazzoni then ordered the chamber 
cleared. 

At 6 o’clock in the evening Drs. Mazzoni 
and Lapponi again visited and found that 
the pain caused by the operation had so 
far abated as to allow his holiness to lie 
on his back. At that hour his temperature 
was lower and his general condition satis- 


factory. 
The cyst removed was about the size of 


an orange. 

The hematic cyst has been forming prob- 
ably for thirty years. The only persons 
present at the operations were Dr. Mazzoni, 
Dr. Lapponi, who assisted, and Dr. Pio 
Centre, the pope’s personal attendant. 

At half-past 9 his holiness was carried 
on a litter to a window of his apartment, 


Smiling, he said to the doctors: 
“Do you want to play these tricks upon 
me at my age?“ 
Feared To Use Chloroform: 
Then he lay down composedly on his right 


side. Although the courage which the pa- 
tient displayed gave the doctors courage, 
they feared to use chloroform and used in- 
stead a liquid anaesthetic, consisting of 
cocaine, chloride of sodium and morphia. 

During Dr. Mazzoni's visit the pope asked 
him how many female patients were ac- 
commodated at the hospital of St. John, 
of which Dr. Mazzoni is the chief surgeon, 
and he inquired regarding the work done 
at the hospital by the Sisters of Mercy. 
He begged Dr. Mazzoni to inform the s:s- 
ters that he blessed them, knowing that 
they were praying for him and for his 
recovery. 

The séemi-official vatican organs, in their 
details of the illness, confirm the dispatches 
to the Associated Press in every particular 
and warn the public against exaggerated 
statements published in certain quarters. 

When he consented to the operation, his 
holiness said to Dr. Lapponi: 

„It is a truly disagreeable thing to me 
to separate myself from this cyst just 
when I am about to go, after having h¢d 
its company for a third of my life.” 

During the operation he cried out several 
times. 

After it was over Monsignor Marzol'ni, 
the papal chamberlain, on being asked 
what impression the illness had made 
abroad, retied that 28,000 telegrams had 
been received at the vatican. Queen Vic- 
toria telegraphed direct to Cardinal Ram- 
polla for news. 

There is a rumor tonight that the physi- 
cians fear blood poisoning.

Negroes of Wilkes County Duped by One 
of Their Race. 


HOW HE WORKED SCHEME 


Represented That He Was Agent for 
Big House. 


WHICH WOULD SEND EVERYTHING WANTEB 


All the Negroes Had To Do Was To | 


Pay Freight—Swindler Collected 
Freight and Skipped. 


Washington, Ga., March 1.—(Special.)— 
This morning there could be seen negroes 
standing around the street corners in 
groups of a dozen or twenty eagerly dis- 
cussing some event which had excited 
them very much, 

It proved to be the sudden disappear- 
ance of a tall black negro, who styled him- 
self as Dr. Murray, of Chicago, and who 
claimed to be a doctor of medicine, preach- 
er and lawyer. Murray came here about 
two months ago, representing himself as 
an eminent divine and by his pleasing 


manners and good address soon won a high 


place in the esteem of nearly all the ne- 
groes. He soon commenced to pose as a 
great philanthropist and claimed to be 
traveling representative of Sears, Roe- 
buck & Co., the great department house of 
Chicago, Ill. He went around among the 
more ignorant negroes displaying a cata- 
logue of the above mentioned house, offer- 
ing to sell them groceries, buggies, wagons, 
hardware, guano, or anything they might 
wish, taking their note for same paying 
in the fall, provided they would pay the 
freight in advance. He collected 50 cents 
from one negro, telling him that was the 
freight on a buggy from Chicago; 75 cents 
from another, stating that would be the 
freight on ten sacke of guano, and $1 from 
a poor negro woman, who was to get 100 
pounds of meat and two sacks of flour. 
He ‘was to have a solid trainload of mis- 
cellaneous merchandise, which would arrive 
here on March Ist. Some of the negroes 
were so anxious to be on time to receive 
their purchases that they came iin from 
the country today, payed their wagons 
to haul home their various purchases. 

Among the more intelligent he claimed to 
be an agent for a building and loan asso- 
ciation and promised to loan a negro 
preacher $1,000 to build a church and fur- 
nish him a carriage to travel to and from, 
for which he charged $10 as attorney’s fees 
for drawing up the papers. In a thousand 
other ways he swindled them out of their 
meager earnings and quietly skipped out 
with about $350. The negroes are very 
indignant at their treatment and propose 
to offer a reward of $50 for his capture.

Detectives Take Up the Cronin Story 
in The Constitution.

IT IS CONSIDERED IMPORTANT 


Bankston and Pendley Are Both Close- 
ly Guarded—Grand Jury Will 
Indict Both.

There were no new developments in the 
Fonder murder case yesterday. The city 
detectives took up the evidence of Joseph 
. ‘Cronin, which was obtained by The 
Constitution Tuesday and secured some im- 
Portant information from it. Cronin is the 
young man whom Pendley attempted to 
murder on February 1, 1898, and he was 
an important witness at the first invest- 
igation of the crime. 

It may be shown that Bankston had 
something to do with the assault on Cronin 
and that Cronin’s life was threatened be- 
Cause Bankston and Pendley thought he 
knew more about the murder than he really 
did. 

Pendley and Bankston are both closely 
guarded from outsiders, and no one is al- 
lowed to see either unless an officer who 
is working on the case is present.

Most of the important evidence going to 
show that Pendley’s confession ig true and 
that ‘Bankston is connected with the crime

The detectives say they have enough evi- 
dence already to convict both Bankston and 
Pendley. Both will be indicted by the Ful- 
ton county grand jury when it convenes 
next Monday. 

When the trials take place Bankston will 
be placed on trial first and Pendley used as 
the main witness. | 

Bankston has quit talking and refuses to 
see anybody save hia lawyers. His bravado

NOTWITHSTANDING DISPENSARY BILL DEFEAT 


Are Afraid Constitutional Convention 
Will Prevent Dispensary Elec- 
tions in Future, 


Birmingham. Ala., March 1.—(Special.)— 
The prohibition fight in this state will cen- 
ter at Birmingham, and the pastors of the 
churches in Birmingham expect to be the 
nucleus of a well developed movement 
which, before the next legislature meets, 
they expect will have grown to be a most 
important one. As has been stated, there 
are being organized working bodies for 
and against prohibition or dispensary laws 
at the next legislature, two years hence 

The pastors of Birmingham anticipate a 
movement in which there will be some in- 
terest taken all over the state. There are 
some interesting things being said, and 
at the next meeting of the Pastors’ Union, 
which will be on next Monday morning, it 
is believed that formal action will be taken 
which will virtually place the ministers in 
politics. The pastors are afraid, from all 
indications, that delegates will be chosen to 
the proposed constitutional convention who 
will provide the constitution proposed with 
a clause which will prevent a dispensary 
law in the future should one be desired. 
With that fear in mind, it is stated that 
efforts will be made by the pastors to have 
votes cast for only such men as will prom- 
ise not to affect the constitution as above 
Stated. 

It has been openly stated by the pastors 
here that Judge Feagin, of the police 
court of this city, will not impose a fine 
on a defendant arrested for violating the 
Sunday law unless there are witnesses 
against the defendant who swear that 
they saw the liquor sold and saw money 
change hands.“ Judge Feagin, when called 
on by The Constitution representative, 
stated that the laws in the city code and 
in the state code were strictly adhered to 
by him when there were any cases tried 
in this court. He said that he had stated be- 
fore that the present sections in the code on 
the subject were inadequate, and that he 
had given an opinion as to a mode for 
correcting the evil. He proposed that the 
words glving away” be inserted in the or- 
dinance prohibiting the selling of liquor on 
Sunday, and then it would be effective.

decided to hold the fair in Atianta. Prob 
ably the most important piece of business 
that will be disposed of will be the matter 
of a premium list. All of the chairmen af 
the twenty-five sub-committees from Presi- 
dent Brown's general fair committee have 
been appointed, and they in turn have ap- 
pointed the members who will serve with 
them. The sub-committees from both gen 
eral committees will confer in regard to the 
different exhibits assigned to them. 

The matter of advertising the fair and the 
election of a permanent secretary will also 
come up. 

T. H. Martin, secretary of the local com- 
mittee, stated yesterday that he did not 
anticipate any material increase to the 


state fair fund. There are several commit- | 


tees yet to be heard from, but they are 
minor ones and there lists will hardly swell 
the fund to any great extent. The amount 
thus far subscribed is over $11,000—$1,000 
more than the sum originally asked for.

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KILFYRE TEST SUCCESSFUL. 


—— 


Large Crowd Witnessed Four Success- 
ful Demonstrations of Chemical 


Yesterday Afternoon. 

The test of kilfyre, the mysterious chem- 
ical powder, which does exactly what its 
name implies, was highly successful. The 
test occurred yesterday afternoon on Ma- 
rietta street, near the corner of Broad 
street. A large box, constructed especially 
for the demonstration, was placed in the 
Street. It was twelve feet high, five feet 
wide and four feet deep, ; 

This was placed on end and pitch smeared 
on the inside, after which the entire box 
Was thoroughly saturated with kerosene oil. 
Pieces of scantling were also placed inside, 
after being saturated with oll. In the mean- 
time a large crowd had gathered and Har- 
ry J. Doyle, the ‘field manager for the 
Monarch Fire Appliance Company, which 
owns the patent, struck a match to the 
combustible material. . 

It flared up instantly, and the flames 
drove the crowd back. Mr. Doyle then 
seized the kilfyre, which was in a tin 
tube, twenty-two inches long, and the first 
dash of it on the flames had a remarkable 
effect. Before the contents of the tube 
were exhausted the fire was out. The 
crowd applauded and three other demon- 
Strations were given, each as successful as 
the first, and the last being for the special 
benefit of Assistant Fire Chief Cummings, 
who will make a report to Mhief Joyner 
of what he thinks of the kilfyre.

A physician safd 
the Jones woman had told him that she fell 
in the snow and injured herself. 

Merrick has not been seen since the wo- 
man was found dead and nothing whatever 
is known of his present whereabouts. The 
police are inclined to believe that he has 
fled, and to this they attach much im- 
portance as an evidence of gullt. The 
murdered woman left her husband some 
time ago to live with Merrick. An inveati- 
gation of the supposed crime is bei vigo- 
rously prosecuted.

The Constitution cannot be classed 
among the admirers of Mr. Reed, though 
he possesses many qualities which, if 
they were not devoted to narrow and 
ignoble purposes, would be entirely wor- 
thy of admiration: but we cannot re- 
frain from saying that there is no truth 
whatever in the indictment which the 
chief organ of his party in the west 
brings against him. He has not arro- 
gated to himself the extraordinary pow- 
ers which he wields as speaker; they 
have been bestowed on him by the fawn- 
ing republican majority in the house. 
He has established no despotism; and 
though he can suggest rules it is out of 
his power to make them the law of the 
house. He bas usurped no powers. 


‘Everything that he does is by and with 


the consent of his republican colleagues 
who curse him in the cloak rooms, and 
then issue forth to do his bidding.

The Volunteer Reorganization. 

In the reorganization of our volun- 
teer forces, advantage should be taken 
of the experiences of the past year. 

In his speech delivered before the Sons 
of the Revolution in Savannah a few 
nights since, General W. W. Gordon 
had occasion to treat upon the compara- 
tive vaine of regular and volunteer 


‘troops, from which many valuable sug- 


gestions could be taken. Of course the 
regular army is as necessary to the coun- 
try at large as is the police or the fire 
department to any city. Had we to rely 
upon our volunteers for resistance to 
an invasion, a large part of the country 
would be devastated before the mobiliza- 
tion of the volunteers would be in such 
shape as to offer effective resistance. 
‘Officers would have to be trained in 
the care of their men in the field, and 
the men would have to be weaned from 
the familiarity of citizenship as well as 
become inured to the deprivations of 
camp life. 5 

The equipment and preparation of the 
regular army, however, belongs to the 
republic, while the organization of the 
volunteers belongs to the states respect- 
ively. As the great reserve force of the 
nation, the one upon which, in the long 
run, the brunt of the battle would have 
to fall, the states owe it to each other 
that this force should be maintained up 
to the highest possible standard. It is 
along this line that General Gordon 
argues when he says: 

To maintain that abilitv, and, as an offset 
to a standing army, the remedy is to create 
anew that well regulated militia,’’ which 
the constitution says eis essential to the 
safety and welfare of the community.” 
The volunteers (the only organized militia) 
have jin the past suppressed riots, but have 
not always put down insurrections, and 
could not have successfully resisted an in- 
vasion of soldiers equipped with modern 
arms and ammunition and trained to re- 
spond almost automatically to every in- 
spiration of strategy and tactics. } 

While the care of the rights of the 
states would forbid federal interference 
with or supervision of, “this well or- 
ganized militia,” yet it has been grant- 
ed that the general government, in arm- 
ing these men, should have the right to 
ask, as compensation, that a certain 
standard of efficiency should be requisite. 
Thus, at the opening of the late war, 
it was discovered that while each state 
had profited equally by the national con- 
tribution to the arming of the forces, 
there was a wide discrepancy in their effi- 
ciency. Some regiments were prepared for 
service, while others did not deserve any 
better designation than raw recruits. 
To remedy this, the general government 
should require a standard of organiza- 
tion, and then, says General Gordon, 
the states can 
——create a militia in which the members 
will not have to spend their own money 
for the privilege of serving the state, but 
will, while in service, be supported by the 
state so liberally that it will not be a pe- 
cunlary sacrifice for a laboring man to be 
a militia man. Foster the service and en- 
courage such an esprit de corps that every 


} eltizen, rich or poor, will feel it a privilege | 


to be one of the enrolled defenders of his 
While each of the forty odd govern- 
ors of the states controls his own troops it 
will be all the more difficult for a president 
or an officer of a standing army to make 
himself a military dictator. It is not nec- 
essary that these troops should enlist for 
service out of their own state. They should 
understand that there will be no more legal 
right to take them for foreign service than 
attaches to every citizen of military age, 
with or without enlistment. They are en- 
listed to suppress riots or insurrections 
and repel invasion,“ but, while training 
them for such service, they should, so far 
as possible, be fitted for any service. 
General Gordon deserves a large share 

of the credit for the military organiza- 
tion which has existed in Georgia dur- 
ing the past few years, and his service. 
for the general government during the 
past year has brought to him new lau- 
rels. In the pending reorganization of 
our state troops, the aid of this illus- 
trious citizen and soldier will be inval- 


able.

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The Samoan Complication. 


If anything were needed to show the 
groundlessness of the United States hav- | 
ing a complication in the Samoan 
islands, it is furnished in the letter pup- 
lished by ‘William L. Chambers, no 
presiding there is a member of the in- 
ter national court. 

The Samoan difficulty is one least un- 
derstood by those who pretend to know 
most about it. Boiled down to a brief 
statement, through the chicanery of the\ 
state department, the United States was 
put into the position of being a one-third 
owner of the islands, the other two- 
thirds of power being vested in the gov- 
ernments of Engiand and Germany. It 
was a play in which the latter two gov- 
ernments took part for the trade that 
was in it, and the United States played 
the part of the busybody neighbor. A 
court as established, composed of one 
member from each of the three govern- 
ments, the one presiding to be dubbed 
chief justice. As a necessary result the 
native authorities were compelled to 
take a subordinate part, while the of- 
ficial foreigners lived on the best in the 
land, charging it up to the government. 

Then began the grand rush for the 
stakes, the control of the court, and 
the consequent control of the local gov- 
ernment and of the trade. The Ger- 
man Offered the A beer and pret- 
zels and took a kindly interest in his 
health. The Englishman had plum pud- 
ding and ale to wash it down, which 
never failed in supply. Whichever could 
capture the American took the pot, and 
all there was in it. The German lost aaa 
the Englishman won. The American 
was given the empty honor of announc- | 
ing an English decree and of deciding 
against a king whom every evidence goes 
to show ig the choice of the Samoans.

What 
right, even, have we to be dictating to 
the people of Samoa which half-naked 
chief they may prefer for king? 

It is time to call a halt to this irre- 
sponsible work to which minor appoin- 
tees of the government are seeking to 
commit us. We have quite enough 
to do to attend to our own business.

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That Usurious Evil. 

-The development of the extent to 
which usurious extortion has been lev- 
ied upon unfortunate borrowers in At- 
lanta has called forth a protest against 
its continuance. 

The Constitution hag been moved to 
take the course which it has, as a pro- 
test against the system—against the 
thing itself—and not against the mere 
individuals, who are but incidental to 
its operation. 

-The question of remuneration for the 
use of money has in all ages of the 
world been a vexed one. The general 
agricultural rate of money has been es- 
teemed at 3 per cent—that, is, money 
borrowed at that rate and used for agri- 
culture can be repaid with profit. Then 
there is the commercial rate, which has 
a much wider latitude, rising or falling 
according to the risk assumed, or profit 
made. What might be a very reason- 
able rate to a person in one condition of 
life would be just as unreasonable in an- 
other. It is because of this that there 
bas always been difficulty in regulating 
the interest in vogue in commerce be- 
cause the rate would keep pace with the 
business in which the principal was in- 
vested. Governmental regulation of in- 
terest, therefore, can only aim at some 
golden mean which would strike the 
balance between the reasonable and the 
unreasonable, leaving the intelligent 
business man at liberty to transact his 
business according to his own best 
discretion, but at the same time pro- 
hibiting the lender of money from ex- 
torting charges beyond the ability of 
the money loaned to have earned. Very 
often the excess of interest is called 
usury, but it only becomes offensive 
when it is extorted in an oppressive 
manner. A strict construction might 
declare all business transactions to be 
usurious, were it not that common sense 
comes in and regulates the question. 

Ut is not against the normal interest 
rate nor the commercia] exactions for 
the use of money which The Constitu- 
tion has been declaiming. It is rather 
against that fetid outgrowth of money 
lending which takes on the form of ex- 
tortion, a method by which a luckless 
unfortunate signs a note for a sum of 
money which he does not receive, and 
the use of this note, thereafter, is that 
of force, extorted against an employee, 
for fear of exposure to his employer. The 
hole in the wall businsss is to be repre- 
hended, whether the object of trade b 
potatoes or dollars. | 


Wise Expenditures Suggested. 

The great purpose for which city coun- 
cils exist is to spend, wisely, the people's 
money. 

Just now there are two items of ex- 
penditure under consideration which 
have within themselves sufficient intrins- 
ic merit to secure their approval. 

The first item is the setting aside of 
$5,000 a year to render available Mr. 
Carnegie’s magnificent gift for a public 
library building in Atlanta. This li- 
brary will prove to be the cornerstone 
of the great southern university of the 
future. It starts a movement too co- 
lossal to be fully appreciated at once. 

The second item is involved in the ac- 
ceptance of the ground tendered by Mr. 
S. M. Inman to secure the extension of 
Nelson street to Forsyth. This new 
street will open up new business fronts, 
the taxes from which, in a year or two, 
will pay back the money expended on its 
improvement. 

Let us move forward while the music 
of improvement is ringing in our ears.

Editor Constitution—A few days ago you 
published an article for me, giving an ac- 
count of a revolutionary hero, my great-. 


toric old cemetery at Wrightsboro, Ga. 

Perbaps there are very few, outside or 
the immediate family that know, that in 
the old cemetery is buried the remains of 
William Candler another hero of the rev- 
olution, (a captain I believe,) and a great 
grandfather of the Hon. Allen D. Candler 
Georgia’s most illustrous governor. ' 

Last summer while Governor Candler 
Was canvassing the state for the high po- 
sition he now holds, I had the honor, as the 
chairman of the democratic party of our 
county, to introduce him to a Warren coun- 
ty audience and later from him learning in 
conversation with Colonel Whitehead, that 
his great grandfather was buried in the old 
cemetary at Wrightsboro and he was a 
revolutionary hero. 

The old Candler mansion stood about a 
mile from the village of Wrightsboro, but 
before I can remember, the house had 
been removed, ‘but often in my boyhood 
Gays 1 have taken many refreshing 
draughts from the old spring nearby. Last 
year 1 passed near the old homestead, 
where it formerly stood on my way to 
Lincoin county. Nothing remained, but 
some enterprising farmer had erected a 
new frame dwelling near the old spot. 

There is an old house standing now in 
Wrightsboro over 100 years old in which 
a revolutionary soldier was killed by 
tories. The quaint old town with all of 
its historic memories is but a shadow of 
its former self. Long before the Georgia 
railroad was built in 1837 it was one of the 
most flourishing towns in Georgia, con- 
taining a population of 800. A large mer- 
gantila business was done there. Of 
course I remember nothing of its former 
glory, but the same has been handed 
down from “sire to son.“ 

Near the ‘quaint old town lived the 
Crawfords, Hamiltons, Bonds and many 
others who have made history for Georgia,

Some African Explorers. 


Since Africa has at last become the abode 
of civilization can you give me some light 
in regard to the number of travelers who 
have been instrumental in redeeming the 
dark continent from n, 1 


Atlanta. Ga. 

Here is the record in brief of the jour- 
neys into the interior of Africa taken by 
some of the most noted explorers: 


west. coast, to Quilimane, near the mouth 
oe the Zambesi, which he reached on May 
12, 1856. Time, 1 year, 7 months, 22 days. 
Practically all the lands and peoples vis- 
ited had never been heard of before. 
2. Captain Cameron, from Zanzibar, 
1873, to Angola, 1875, 2 years, 7 months. 
A large stretch of country between Lake 
Tanganyika and the Atlantic ocean was 
seen for the first time on this journey. 
Cameron first revealed the horrors of the 
Arab slave trade in the interior. 
3. Stanley, from Zanzibar, November, 
1874, to the mouth of the Congo, August, 
1877, 2 years 9 months. The great fruits 
of this journey were the boat survey of 
Victoria Nyanga and the mapping of the 
Congo ffom Nyangwe, about 1,600 miles 
up the river to its mouth. 

4. Serpa-Pinto, from Benguela, Novem- 
ber, to Durban, March, 1879, 1 year, 4 
month. This explorer revealed much 
new country along the upper Zambes! 
river. 

5. Captain Wissman, from Loanda, Jan- 
uary, 1881, to Sadant. coast of German 
East Africa, November, 1882, 1 year, 11 
months. This explorer rode about half 
the way on a saddle ox, discovered some 
interesting tribes on the southern affluents 
of the Congo, and had the misfortune to 
lose his companion, the renowned Dr. 
Pogge, when the journey was about half 
over. 

6. Arnot, from Durban, 1881, to Benguela, 
November. 1884. three years and three 
months. He started almost without re- 
sources, paid his way by doetoring the na- 
tives, and was always on the friendliest 
terms with them. He seemed to enjoy 
their food including hippopotamus meat. He 
gained an intimate knowledge of the hab- 
its of some tribes and the anthropological 
features of his work were the most val- 
uable part of it. 

7. Capello and Ivens, Portuguese, from 
Mossamedes, March, 18%, to Quillimane, 
June, 188%, 1 year and 3 months. They 
traced the water parting between the 
Congo and Zambesi basins for most of 
the way. 

8. Gleerup, a Swede, in the service of 
the Congo state, from the mouth of the 
Congo, December, 1883, to Zanzibar, June, 
1886, 2 years and 7 months. The second 
half of this journey was performed in 
about nine months and was regarded as 
a very rapid feat of African travel. 

9. Dr. Lenz, the Austrian geologist, 
from Banana, September, 1885, to Qullli- 
mane, January, 1887, 15 months. A bril- 
liant explorer, but affected by the clli- 
mate, and accordingly saw everything as 
through a glass darkly. 

10. Captain Wissman, from Banana, Jan- 
vary, 1886, to Quillimane, August, 1887, 1 
year and 8 months. No special discoveries 
resulted from this journey. 

11. Captain Trivier, from Loango in the 
French Congo, December, 1888, to Quilli- 
mane, December, 1883, nine days less than 
a year, the quickest time made across 
Africa until Lloyd's journey, recently com- 
pieted. 

12. Stanley, from Banana. March 1887, 
to Zanzibar, December, 1889, two years and 
eight months. He made the first journey 
through the great equatorial forest, dis- 
covered that Lake Muta Nige sends its 
waters to Albert Nyanza, and ascertained 
the size and shape of the latter lake. 

13. Dr. Johnson, a shrewd Scotch phy- 
sician, residing in Jamaica, from Benguela, 
1891, to the mouth of Zambesi, 1892. The 
journey occupied a little over a year and 
was valuable for the accurate observations 
of the explorer on the nature of the coun- 
try and the life of its inhabitants, 

14. Count von Gotzan, from Pangani, on 
the Indian ocean, October, 1893, to Banana, 
December, 1894, 1 year and 2 months. He 
discovered the only active volcano 
known to exist in the central lake region. 

15. Moray, from Zanzibar, June, 1892, 
to Banana, February, 1896, two years and 
eight months. 

16. Mr. Glave, one of Stanley’s most 
trusted assistants, well known in New 
York, from the mouth of the Zambesi, 1893, 
to Matadi, on the lower Congo, 1895, about 
two years. He made a special investiga- 
tion of slavery in inner Africa, visited the 
spot where Dr. Livingstone’s heart was 
buried, and died at Matadi. 

17. Miot, from the mouth of the Zam- 
besi, May, 1893, to Banana, April 18%, 2 
years and 11 months. 

18. Versepuy, from Zanzibar, July, 1895, 
to Cabinda, August, 1896, 1 year and 1 
month, One of the most useless journeys 
ever made. It was begun without scien- 
tific purpose and resulted in the killing of 
several hundred natives with whom the 
traveler had trouble. He died before reach- 
ing France on his return. 

19. Descamps and Chargois, from the 
mouth of the Zambesi, May, 1893, to Ca- 
binda, September, 189%, 3 years and 3 
months. 

20. Captain Foa. recently returned from 
a journey across Africa from east to 
west. He gave much time to observations 
and was many months in making the trip. 

21. Mr. Lloyd, an English traveler, just 
returned to England after crossing from 
Lake Victoria to the mouth of the Congo 
in three months, about 1,300 miles of the 
journey being by Congo steamboat and 
railroad. This is the fastest long journey 
yet made in Africa.

NEW BUILDING ON MARIETTA STREET 


The Young Men’s Library Will Donate 
All Its Property to the New Insti- 
tution—Committeemen Vote 
for Matron at Police 


Without a dissenting vote, the finance 
committee of the city council yesterday 
afternoon decided to recommend the ap- 
propriation of 55,000 for the maintenance 
of the new library. 

The decision was reached with great en- 
thusiasm, and could Mr. Carnegie, the 
donor of the $100,000 for the institution, 
have been present at the meeting he would 
have been gladdened by the manifest ap- 
preciation of the committee of his munifi- 
cent gift. 

This favorable report will go to the coun- 
cil at its next regular meeting Monday 
afternoon, and will- de adopted. All the 
councilmen are heartily in favor of the 
new library and from present indications 
not @ single voice will be raised against 
the adoption of the report. 

It was also decided yesterday that a res- 

olution expressing the thanks of the city 

to Mr. Carnegie should be introduced by 

the finance committee Monday afteraoon. 

This will be enthusiastically adopted by 
a rising vote. 

3 Site of the New Library. 

The Young Men's Library ‘was represent- 
ed at yesterday's meeting by Messrs. F. J. 
Paxon, J. R. Nutting and W. M. Kelley. 
Every member of the finance committee, 
with the exception of Mr. Pope, was pres- 
ent, including Mayor Woodward. 

Chairman Turner read the communication 
on The Ubrary aubsect presented to council 
at the last session, and Mr. Nutting was 
the first speaker. He told how the propo- 
sition of Mr. Carnegie had been read before 
the directors of the Young Men's Library 
and had come through Mr. W. M. Kel- 
ley. In order to test the sense of the body 
Alderman Mayson moved that the proposi- 
tion of Mr. Carnegie be accepted and that 
the city appropriate $5,000 for this purpose, 
or so much thereof as may be needed for 
the library this year, Councilman Mad- 
dox seconded, Mr. Nutting stated the di- 
rectors of the present library had held a 
meeting recently and were willing to turn 


| an institution in the city. The present 
liprary also has 25,000 volumes, which -will 
materially swell the number of volumes for 
the new. 

The Atlanta Business Men's League was 
represented at the meeting by Captain 


James W. English. He stated that at a 
recent meeting of the members of the 


league all had agreed that the proposition 
of Mr. Carnegie should be accepted. He 
cited the many benefits to be derived from 
a public library, and thought the gift of 
Mr. Carnegie should be accepted. Cap- 
tain English made a strong argument. 
Councilman Hammond stated that the 


councils in appropriations had been called 
to his attention, but that he was of the 
opinion that there would be absolutely no 
trouble along this line. He stated the 
‘obligation would be a moral one, which din 
the long run would be just as good as 
legal one. The other members of the com- 
mittee shared this opinion. The matter of 
appealing to the legislature for the spe- 
cial authority to make this permanent li- 
brary appropriation was discussed, and it 
is probable some steps will be taken in 
this direction in the near future. 

The details of the new building, etc., are 
to be arranged by a joint committee from 
the finance committee and a committee 
from the Young Men’s Library. The fol- 
lowing gentlemen ‘were appointed yesterday 
afternoon to represent the city on this 
joint committee: Mayor Woodward, Al- 
dermen Turner, Mayson and Rice. This 
joint committee will meet soon. The repre- 
sentatives of the library will be announced 
later. 

Mr. Carnegie only made two conditions in 
offering the city $100,000 for the lbrary- that 
the city donate the site and appropriate 
$5,000 a year for the maintenance of the 
institution. Now that the site has practi- 
‘cally been agreed upon and the appropria- 
tion given a favorable report, there is no 
further doubt that the library is an assured 
fact. 

The institution will, of course, be under 
the management.of the city council, which 
will appoint a board of library directors 
to have eharge of the immediate workings 
of the library.

Commissioner Brown Makes Motion 
That County Join with City. 


MANY PETITIONS BEFORE COUNTY BOARD 


Country Citizens Offer Barbecties in 
Exchange for Work on Bad Roads. 
Busy Session Held. 


The county commissioners will begin at 
once to arrange a plan whereby the crowd- 
ed condition of the present county court- 
house can be relieved. At the meeting of 
the board yesterday afternoon Chairman 
Palmer made a motion that the committee 
on public works take under consideration 
at its next session the special fund put 
aside for the construction of a courthouse 
and report to fhe board. 

He said that he thought a special session 
of the board should be held to consider this 
matter and emphasized the importance 
of it. 

The motion met with much favor from 
the other members of the board and it, is 
probable that very soon the plans for the 
construction of a new courthouse, the addi- 
tion of an annex, or the remodeling of the 
old building will be made. 

Many attempts have been made in this 
direction, but nothing has been accomplish- 
ed. There is now lying idle over $100,000 for 
the purpose of erecting more suitable build- 
ings for the accommodation of the county 
officers, and the use of this large amount 
of money is considered very imperative. 

The committee on public works will hold 


a meeting in the next few days. 
To Widen Whitehall. 

A resolution was offered by Commission- 
er Brown at the board meeting that the 
county co-operate at once with the eity in 
widening Whitehall street. The resolution 
was as follows: 

“Ordered that the public works commit- 
tee be directed to carry out the order of 
this board in regard to widening and im- 
proving Whitehall street. 6 

„That said committee at once confer with 
the city authorities of Atlanta in reference 
to the work mentioned and #feport.” 

It is the intention of the board to do a 
pro rata share of the work, according to a 
resolution which was passed by the board 
at a meeting held some time ago. The 
county chaingang will be placed at work 
on the street and will work in conjunction 
with the city’s forces. 

Time for Meeting Changed. 

The time of meeting of the board has been 
changed. Commissioner Walker stated ves 
terday that he was the country representa- 
tive of the board and wanted to do some- 
thing for the country people. 

He said some of the persons who had 
business Lefore the board had to come a 
long distance and could not appear before 
the board and return to their homes before 
nightfall. He said he wanted the time of 
meeting changed from 3 o’clock in the af- 
ternoon to 10 o’clock in the morning. 

Mr. Adair strongly favored the change. 
Judge Rosser opposed it and made a motion 
to adjourn to prevent action on the motion. 
The vote, however, was taken and the hour 
of meeting was changed from afternoon to 
morning. 

It was decided by the board that a bridge 
should Le placed over the Chattahoochee 
river, provided Cobb county could be made 
to pay a proper pro rata of the cost of such 
a structure. " 

A resolution was offered by Commissioner 
Rosser to have a bridge built across the 
river at Powers ferry, provided Cobb coun- 
ty will pay half the expense of it. The 
matter was referred to the committee on 
roads and bridges. 

Question of Barbecues. 

At the board meeting there were a large 
number of persons from different portions 
of the county, seeking the opening of new 
roads and work for old ones. Among these 
were Charley Howell, who appeared in Le- 
half of the Howell’s Mill road. 

He told of the bad condition of the road 
and said if the commissioners would visit 
the locality and see the road the people 
would tender them a barbecue. 

Mr. Parker, from Campbell county, ap- 
peared before the board and asked for a 
road on the edge of the county. He said 
the board would be. tenderet two Larbecues 
and that none of these would be a possum 
supper. 

There were 4 number of others who of- 
fered barbecues for work on roads. One 
man said there were several jug factories 
in the vicinity where he wanted work on 
his road. Commissioner Adair said he had 
never seen any of the jugs. He was assured 
that he ghould have one, and Commissioner 
Walker wanted to know if it would be full. 

The Consolidated Street Railway Company 
withdrew its petition to extend its line 6n 
the Howell’s Mill road. : 

T. J. Malone put in his application to be 
made inspector of tax returns.

The board then adjourned.

Matter of Tax Returns Brings Good- 
win and White Together—Attor- 
ney’s Opinion Qualifies Mr. 
Adair To Vote—Work 


Begins at Once. 


A franchise was granted the Consolidated 
by the board of county cOmmissioners yes- 
terday afternoon to extend its line over the 
chert road. The vote was not taket until 
after a spirited discussion by the advocates 
of both sides. 

The most significant thing during the 
meeting in regard to the granting of the 
franchise was the action ef Commissioners 
Adair and Brown in withdrawing and re- 
fusing to vote because Chairman Palmer 
voted. The commissioners said they did not 
wish to be parties to an illegal proceeding. 

The greater part of the session was con- 
sumed in the discussion of the franchise 
over the chert road. Woods White repre- 


sented the people along the proposed route 
and in East Point and College Park, who 
are opposed to the car line using the chert 
road. He made an hour’s speech, in which 
he used some plain language regarding the 
commissioners, and produced an affidavit to 
show that Commissioner Waiker had prom- 
ised that he would use his influence to 
keep the chert road from being used by 


an electric street railway. 
There were a number of conditions at- 


tached to the grant and were embodied in 
a resolution offered by Commissioner Ros- 


ser. 
The resolution was as follows:

operate a single trate with overhead 
trolley system on the east side of the 
Bast Point road, between the city limits 
of Atlanta and the limits of Oakland 
City, be and is hereby granted on the 
following conditions: 

1. The overhead trolley wires to be sup- 
ported by brackets from one row of 
poles on the east side of the track. 

2. The work to begin within thirty 
days and completed within six months, 
and a daily schedule to be in operation 
within six months, legal hindrances ex- 
cepted. 5 

3. The paving between the rails and 
two feet on each side to be relaid and

maintained by the company in its pres- 
ent good condition. If at any time 
the part of the road occupied by the 
company should become in bad condi- 
tion and should remain so for ten days 
after being notified by the board of com- 
missioners to repair same, then the 
county shall have the right to make the 
repairs at the expense of the company. 

4. The rails to be used to be the 
Shanghai ‘‘T’ rail of no less than six- 
ty pounds to the yard, and not less than 
six inches deep, The ties to be new and 
creosoted. The entire work to be done 
under the supervision and to the satis- 
faction of the chairman of the commit- 
tee on public works and the superintend- 
ent of public works. 

5. Should the company fail to operate 
a daily schedule at any time for the 
period of three months, legal hindrances 
excepted, the county shall have the 
right. to remove the track from the road 
at the expense of the county. 

6. This franchise to be drawn by the 
county attorney. 

Petition Taken Up for Action. 


The petition of the Consolidated was read 
to the board by Secretary Kontz and there 
was a motion to refer it to a committee. 
Mr. Adair moved that action be taken at 
once. Mr. Walker moved that the board 
grant it, but this motion was not put be- 
fore Mr. Rosser said he had a substitute 
to offer imposing certain conditions. 

Mr. Adair moved that in accordance with 
a former action of the board and the opin- 
ion of County Attorney Rosser, that Chair- 
man Palmer vacate the chair as presiding 
officer, and not vote on the granting of the 
franchise. He said he thought that Vice 
Chairman Rosser should take the chair and 
preside. 

The substitute of Rosser’s was read. Mr. 
Adair insisted that his motion for the chair- 
man to vacate be put. He said that there 
should be speedy action, but he wanted to 
proceed in order and legally. He did not 
want to be placed in a position where he 
could be criticised for voting in an illegal 
proceeding. It was suggested that the peti- 
tion was a new one and that the chairman: 
Was not disqualified. Mr. Adair said that

Mr. White read a resolution of protest 
passed at a mass meeting of citizens of 
East Point and College Park, and Attorney 
Davis asked if the meeting was not held 
in the back of a grocery store, and Mr. 
White said no such meeting had been 
held. , 

Mr. White took the petitions of the Con- 
solidated and commented upon the signers 
Scme of them he said were dead, some 
owned no real estate and others owned 
nothing, 

Mr. White appealed to the 1 
and said if it was not too late, as he judged 
it was, by the smiles he saw around the 
table, he wanted to appeal to the board. 
Turning to ‘Mr. Walker he said: 

“Mr. Walker, I still think there is life 
in the old land yet.” 

Was I smiling? asked the commissioner. 

Then Mr. White Apoke of the anti-elec- 
tion promises of Mri Walker, in which it 
is claimed he promised to protect the chert 
read, and that he was opposed to the use 
of it by_a street railway. 

Commissioner Walker denied that he had 
made any such promises and said that he 
had not spoken to but one man in East 
Point on that subject. Mr. White said 
something about a letter which the com- 
missioner wrote several months ago. The 
letter was not produced, Mr. White 
read an affidavit from A. 8. Schell, of 
East Point, in which it was stated that 
Commissioner Walker had promised to 
protect the chert road. 

“I don’t know Mr. Schell, and would 
not know mim if I should see him,” said 
Commissioner Walker. He said he was 
opposed to the use of the middle of the 
chert road for a car line. 

Mr. White continued to speak to Com- 
missioner Walker and said: “I did not 
vote for vou.“ 

“I am glad you did’nt,’’ replied the com- 
missioner. 

Mr. White, after finishing with Commis- 
sioner Walker, turned to Chairman Palmer 
and said: 

Mr. Chairman we do not think this 
ought to be decided by your vote.“ 

He spoke at length on this issue and 
closed by saying that the people of his 
section and of his county were opposed to 
the granting of the franchise.

‘Change of Secretaries in Prison Com- 
mission Oceurred Yesterday. 


GLESSNER DID NOT DECLINE 


change Said To Have Been Made Be- 
caused He Lived Out of City. 


WHAT MR, GLESSNER MAS TO SAY 


— — 


Says the Change Was a Political Deal 
and Was Made To Pay Politi- 
: cal Debts. 


Mr. Douglass Glessner, of Griffin, is no 
longer connected with the office of the 
state prison board and his position as sec- 
retary of the commission was yesterday 
assumed by Mr. Goodlow Yancey, of 


Athens. 

The chahge of secretaries has been ex- 
pected at the state capitol for the last 
three weeks, it being generally known 
among the statehouse officials that tke 
resignation of Mr. Glessner had been asked 
for by the prison board. In regard to his 
successor, however, the commissioners were 
equally silent, maintaining the position 
that they were unacquainted with any con- 
templated change and asserting that if 
Mr. Glessner was to go out of office they 
had not been informed. 

The half expected change, however, came 
suddenly yesterday morning when the mnem- 
bers of the prison board met in their office 
at the capitol and formally elected Mr. 
Goodlow Yancey, ef Athens, as the secre- 
tary of the commission. 

Mr. Yancey had been notified some days 
ahead that his election would in all proba- 
bility take place and he .was in the city 
yesterday morning ready to take up the 
work of the responsible position to which 
he was called. Mr. Yancey is thoroughly 
in sympathy with the present adm.-nistra- 
tion, whereas it was publicly known that 


Glessner was not, 

Reasons for the Change. 

The object of the board of prison com- 
missioners in asking for the resignation 
of Secretary Glessner and finaily dismiss- 
ing him from office when he failed to hand 
in his res.gnation, was to find a secre- 
tary who would attend more closely to the 
‘duties of the office and who lived in the 
city and not fifty miles away from the 
scene of his work. 

It is admitted by Mr. Glessner that he 
devoted but twelve hours a week on an 
average to the work of the office, but he 
also maintains that that was quite suf- 
ficient to attend to all the duties that de- 
volved upon him. 

Mr. Glessner was only at the capitol four 
days out of the week, coming up from 
Griffin on the last morning train, reaching 
the city after noon, and returning again 
the same day to his home at 4 o'clock in 
the afternoon. 

Mr. Glessner states that he is editor and 
owner of The Griffin Daily News and Sun, 
and in addition to conducting the affairs 
of the state prison board found ample time 
to manage his paper to the thorough sutis- 
fact.on of its patrons. His work as secre- 
tary of the board did not meet with the 
approval, however, that followed his edi- 
torial labors, and it at last became neces- 
Sary for the commission to appoint some 
one in his place. 

Secretary Yancey, of Athens, was at his 
desk at the capitol all during the day yes- 
terGay “catching up.“ as he remarked, 
“with work that had been left undone for 
the past few weeks.“ Mr. Yancey is splen- 
didly fitted for his new post and his ac- 
quaintance with the laws of the state and 
the work of the prison commission makes 
his success in his new post certain. 

Mr. Glessner Talks. 

Mr. Glessner takes his removal from office 
Smilingly and wishes to impress the fact 
upon the public that he did not resign. He 
Stated that it would be silly to resign a 
position that brought him in $1,200 a year 


and required so iittle work that he was. 


able to keep His paper up at the same 
time. He said: 

“The commission owes its existence to its 
ability to pay its political debts. I have 
always kept up with the work of the of- 
fice, although I spent but twelve hours a 
week generally in the city. Whatever 
ground the commissioners put my removal 
on, it is plain that it was done for political 
reasons. 

“I will live hereafter in Griffin and con- 
duct my paper as I did before taking up 
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ter that the laziest or most

much because of any actuai necessity ior 
it in the work of the department to whica 
‘il is assigned, as because it was needed 
to pay om poiltical obligations, tne three 
newly created omces of commissioners in 
place of the one man heretofore accus- 
tomed to fiil the light duties of super n- 
tending the penitentiary not being sumicient 
to go around. Four prominent politi ians 
of the state, outside of the commission, who 
had either receiv or expected to receive 
my feeble support, endeavored to impress 
me that to each one of them alone 1 was 
indebted for th.s position. Four prominent 
politicians, including the present commis- 
sioners, seem to have been equally uc ani- 
mous in forcing me out of it. Politics hath 
given and politics hath taken away; biessed 
be the name of the politicians, and let us 
rejoice that one small place has already 
been so useful in compromising so many 
political. debts. 

“Ever since the inauguration of Governor 
Candler, interviews have appeared, obvious- 
ly coming from the commission, to the ef- 
fect that I was not in my office enough and 
not attending to my business properly and 
would soon resign. Yet at no time has a 
word been said to me to indicate that my 
work was not perfectly satisfactory; so that 
when I received a written request from 
Chairman Tlurner three weeks ago for my 
resignation to avoid unfair or unjust crit- 
icisms.’ I deci 
criticism had already come I would simply 
wait and see how much more unfair the 
rest of it couid be. Now that I no longer 
have any bosses, whom it would bad 
form to answer back, I propose to take 
sufficient part in the discussion to at least 
lay a few facts before the public, if you 
care to publish what J say. 

In taking dharge of the office certain 
duties were asigned me, consisting princi- 
pally of keeping the records of the convicts 
in the penitentiary, making out the dis- 
charges of convicts, keeping the minutes 
of the proceedings, filing and docuting ap- 
. for pardons, etc. Out of my salary 

employed the services of.a stenographer 
and typewriter for half of each day to un- 
dertake such correspondence as might be 
dictated to her, and even then the time for 
which she was employed was not fully oc- 
cupied. I very easily kept up with all the 
work by working less than three hours a 
day for four days in a week, coming up on 
the last train in the morning from Griffin 
and leaving on the first train in the after- 
noon. Even then in,order to keep me in 
work, in addition to the above, which had 
been the chief duties of the principal keep- 
er of the penitentiary, with the added books 
of the pardon board, I had to copy off a 
weekly report of the physicians at each 
camp into a book that was never referred 
to by any one during the time I heid office. 
No office hours were assigned to me, and 
none ever have been, and I followed the 
former rule of the principal keeper and 
still his existing rule as chairman of the 
commission and left on Friday evenings not 
to return until Tuesday morning. In a word, 
I easily kept up with the business of the 
office in a way with which the commission 
have frequently expressed their satisfaction 
to me, and never criticised before me until 
this day, by working between ten and 
twelve hours a week, sometimes much less. 


Lazy Men Could Work It. 


“Why, after spending a month in New 
York last winter on leave of absence unan- 
imously granted, I caught up with all the 
back work in a week without putting in 
more than my usual time; the commission- 
ers in my absence having assisted me by 
making some forty lines of entry with two 
words to the line on the pardon docket.” 

“There will be more work while the 
change of system is ing made, just as 
there was when this department itself was 
changed under the new act, but after that 
none to speak of, though it would be easy 
to enumerate more duties on paper if neces- 
sary to justify the existence of the office. 
The fact is that while the salary is not 
large—though much more than good book- 
keepers receive for working twelve to four- 
teen hours.a day—it is a good office to hold, 
and I congratulate my successor most hear- 
tily and hope that he may be more success- 
ful than I in retaining the good favor of 
— 8 20 powers that have a hand in its con- 

rol. 0 

Let me not be misunderstood, I believe 
in filling any office that none of the work 
of that office should be slighted in the least 
degree; but I see nothing to be gained in 
a subordinate, not authorized to transact 
business, loafing around the office in order 
that he may furnish excuses for his supe- 
riors when they are away. The porter can 
perform that function with equal ability 


and better grace, having had many years of 


experience at it. Yet I do not pretend_to

incompetent

neglect it. If my political affiliations have 
ceased to suit the members of the prison 
commission, that is another matter and 
purely one of taste.’’

ARTILLERY WAS INSPECTED. 


Colonel W. d. Obear, Inspector General, 
Began His Duties Among Atlan- 
ta Troops Last Night.

Business Men Declare They Bid i 
Sign the Orders Presented, 


SAME GAME HAS BEEN WORKED BEFORE 


Was Exposed in Bankers’ Bulletin and 
Is National in Its Operations. 
Victims in Atlanta—Efforts 
Made To Catch the 
Swindler. 


Several of the most prominent business 
firms in the city awoke to the realization 


yesterday morning that they had been vic- 
timized by a bold and clever swindling 


echeme. The remarkable part of the affair 
is that These firms were faced with their 


own signatures, which they had no recol- 
Iection of ever making, and which were so 
genuine in appearance as to deceive even 
the members of the firms. 

And to make the matter even more won- 
derful, these same ‘business firms had but a 
few months before been swindled in exactly 
the same manner. 

The affair was nothing short of a genu- 
ine sensation throughout the business fra- 
ternity yesterday morning and it was re- 
ported to the city detectives and efforts 
were made to capture the clever swindler. 

A stranger had walked into the city and 
collected amounts varying from $5 to $25 
from the foremost business houses of the 
city, tendering orders for insertions of cards 
in a national business guide, of which they 
had never heard and for which they cared 
nothing. But there were their own signa- 
tures in black and white which they had 
never given, and so a number of the victims 
quietly paid the money and began to think. 
One business man, however, did more than 
think, for te postponed payment, and, 
telling the collector to ‘‘call again,’’ began 
to make investigations. This caused the 
Same to be suddenly called off, and start- 
ed the exciting hunt for the swindler, which 
was begun yesterday morning at 10 o’clock 
and which is still going on. 

The scheme is said to be national in its 
operation, and to get an-idea of its work- 
ings it is necessary to go into some details 
of the manner in Which it is carried on. 


How Scheme Is Operated. 


Last December a man visited Atlanta who 
collected a large amount of money from 
houses, pro- 
ducing a book purporting to be a national 
Dusiness guide and in which were the names 
of all the firms upon which he called. An 
order for the advertisement was produced 
which had been apparently signed by a 
member of the firm. The signatures were 
genuine enough to pass in any bank, and 
the bills were paid. 

In January another fellow came to At- 
lanta and he had another business guide 
and produced a lot of orders apparently. 
signed by the business firms whose names 
were in the book. There was some talk and 
some “kicking,’’ but that was all. 

Three days ago a third man arrived with 
a third business guide, and he also was 
armed with orders containing the signatures 
of the business firms. 

The first man ciaimed to represent the 
Standard Reference Register. 
The second man had 

Printing Company. 

The third and last fellow had the Inter- 
state Business Indicator. 

These books, of which there was probably 
only one copy of each, were well printed 
and bound in red Russian leather with sil- 
ver lettering on the cover. Atlanta was the 
only Georgza city represented and about 
sixty Atlanta firms were given. The price 
of a copy was said to be 36. 

The Third Time in Atlanta. 


Tuesday the representative of the Inter- 
state Business Indicator made several calls 
and is said to have secured amounts from 
$5 to $20 from a number of business houses. 
About 11 o’clock Tuesday morning he called 
upon George W. Scipie, of Sciple Sons, 
coal dealers, and there he struck a snag. 
Mr. Sciple had paid out $5 last December to 
the Standard Reference Register and he be- 
gan to investigate the Indicator man and his 
directory. He told the visitor to call again 
Wednesday morning. Then he took down 
several of the names in the Indicator and 
flatly told the visitor that he had never 
signed the order and therefore wouldn’t 
pay the $20 demanded. The man left hur- 
riely and Mr. Sciple started out to call 
— those whose names he had secured. 

at put a stop to the matter, for the man 
disappeared and has not since been seen. 

Some of the Victims. 

The stranger made visits to a number of 
firms in the city. He went to W. R. Jones, 
slate dealer, and secured $20. 

He obtained from the Atlanta Supply 
Company $20, and this firm paid $15 to the 
man who was in Atlanta last January. 

He secured from the Southern Furniture 
Company $20. 
railway supplies, and this firm paid out $10 

He Was paid $20 by F. I. Stone & Co., 
the same way last December. 

The B. M. Woolley Company paid out 
$10 and George Lowndes, the secretary, 
says he believes now the order was genuine, 
but he is alone in this opinion among all 
the other victims. 

Among those who received calls, but who 
did not get caught, were the Chattahoochee 
Brick Company, the Capital City bank, the 
Kimball house and the American Trust 
Company. . 

These were all heard from yesterday, 
but it is-believed there are a large number 
of others who will be heard from later. 

F. W. 8 of F. I. Stone & Co., says 
that twice, once on December 19, 1898, and 
last Tuesday, was he presented with a bill 
and to it was attached an order which 
had been apparently signed by himself for 
the firm. It seems to be so genuine that 
his father says he must have signed it, 
and the banks all pronounced it genuine. 
Yet Mr. Stone says he knows he never put 
his name to any such paper. e

cal.

“per D.“ Both receipts have the same

Description of the Collector. 


The following description has been fur- 
nished the detectives of the man who was 
in the city representing the Interstate Busi- 
ness Indicator this week and who carried 
off à lot of money on his alleged orders: 

Height, about five feet ten inches; weight, 
160 or 170. pounds; fair complexion, broad 
face with prominent cheek bones and 
smoothly shaven; mustache dark brown; 
wore brown coat, fancy double-breasted 
vest, dark trousers. derby or Alpine hat and 
tan shoes; mustache was cropped over the 
lips. 

The firms who did not pay the bills simply 
stood on the proposition that they had not 
signed the orders and flatly refused to pay, 
and among these was the Chattahoochee 
Brick Company, which declined to pay 
bills presented last January and this week.

NOT READY TO GIVE OUT THE LIST 


Discussion Is One Which Has Created 
Considerable Interest—Cards from 
Messrs. Stockdell and Ryan. 


The article in yesterday’s Constitution 
containing the information that H. C. 
Stockdell and others had begun a crusade 
against ‘“‘curbstone”’ brokers attracted con- 
siderable attention, as did the statements 
of Messrs. Stockdell and Milton — on 
the subject. To the statement of H. C. 
Stockdell, Stephen A. Ryan taxes excep- 
tions and replies hotly. 

Early in the day yesterday ‘Mr. Stockdell 
held a conference with Mr. Thod Ham- 
mond relative to the law on the subject of 
usury. He says that he does not care to 
make public the outcome of this conference 
further than to state that he thought it 
would be necessary to introduce a special 
bill In the legislature applying for the right 
to amend the charter of Atlanta so that 
council can pass the necessary ordinance 
making the lending of money at usurious 
rates of interest a misdemeanor punishable 
by fine or imprisonement. Such a bill he 
hopes to have introduced at the next ses- 
sion of the legislature. He said: 

What Mr. Stockdell Says. 

“I was not prepared for the universal 
interest which this movement seems to 
have aroused. Several parties have called 
on me and stated the condition they were 
in, due to their dealings with money iend- 
ers, and I have received many letters on 
the subject. A prominent business man in- 
formed me this morning of the case of a 
Consolidated street railway motorman who 
had borrowed $18 from a ‘shark’ and had 
paid over $90 in interest, the principal still 
standing against him. I intend to get that 
man’s name and the name of the man from 
whom he borrowed. 

“As yet I do mot care to make public the 
names of usurers that have been called to 
my attention. I will wait until sufficient 
names have been handed me to demon- 
strate the enormity of the evil. When I 
get enough evidence to make a good show- 
ing I will gladly turn it over to The Con- 
stitution. 

“I want my position in this matter clear- 
ly understood. I am not fighting any one 
man. I am fighting the root of the evil— 
For this reason 
the publication of the instances which have 


come under my notice would tend to weak- 


en the position I have taken. 

In a card I have written to The Con- 

stitution, I clearly outline my position. 
Stephen A. Ryan’s Card. 

Stephen A. Ryan, who. does not care to 
leave the interview of Mr. Stockdell's un- 
answered, has requested that his signed 
statement be published verbatim. It fol- 
lows: 

Editor Constitution—I read in an in- 
terview, purporting to be with Mr. 
Harry Stockdell, in today’s paper, also 
a card from him in yésterday’s, in which 
he states that any one lending money 
for more than 8 per cent per annum is 
a robber. 

Mr. Stockdéll, I am informed, is a di- 
rector in two companies in this city that 
loan money for double and treble this 
rate. I presume, being a director, he 
is familiar with the doings of his con- 

Or, if he is not, he is recreant to 
the trust imposed since he accepted the 
directorship. According, therefore, ta 
his reasoning, he is an admitted thief. 

Mr, Stockdell also says that anybody 
employing good men will advance them 
reasonable sums. Again his theory is 
not put in practice, as I am also inform- 
ed there has been quite a financial stam- 
pede in his office—one or more having 
skipped, bankrupted, and others settled 
at 50 per cent. 

As to the right of any employee to sell 
his claim for salary, or anything he may 
own for any price he may choose, is no- 
body’s business but his own, Mr. Stock- 
dell, to the contrary, notwithstanding, 

Is it not amusing to.the public that a 
fat barbecue cook and beer guzzier 
should assume dictatorship and protec- 
torate of the young men of Atlanta? 
Whoever heard of him in that role be- 
fore? 

To take from them what few rights 
working men have, and at the same time 
seducing them with succulent Brunswick 
stew and cold beer—Oh, no, Mr, Stock- 
dell! There is something else behind 
your philanthropy. Is it politics? Or 
are your companies losing business? Or 
did you fail to answer garnishments and 
had them to pay?

IN THE FLOWER GARDENS | 
AND IN THE TRUCK FARMS 


The first March day arrived ds mild as a 
jamb. In fact, it was just such a day as 
the first day of spring should have been. 
Mild and mellow, one of those warm ener- 
vating days mat makes a man who hag to 
work wish he had a sufficient income to 
knock off for life. It Was one of those days 
to make the women think of spring bon- 
nets and the schoolboy of the coming holi- 
days. Winter underclothes felt decidedly 
uncomfortable and exertion was almost out 
of the question. Even the tireless bill col- 
lector lost his energy, and those who could 
loaf were sorely tempted. Everybody felt 
it, everybody enjoyed it, for it was one of 
those typical spring days that makes a 
man doubt the truth of “Spring would be 
but dreary weather were there nothing else 
but spring.“ A few more such days and 
one will begin to think of beer and spring 
tonics, and the winter underclothes will be 
laid away in camphor until the leaves be- 
gin to fall. 

The farmers and the gardeners were busy 
enough, thowever. . During the past few 
days of sunshine the seed men have had 
all they could do to supply the demand. 
They are the class that reap the harvest 
before it is sown. During the past few days 
the farmers have been preparing the 
ground for sowing oats. Harry McMillan, 
who is an expert in agricultural matters, 
said yesterday that mo oats would be 
sown fhis spring than ever before in the 
state, owing to the heavy rains in the fall 
that prevented the sowing of the crop at 
that time. The early spring oat crop will 
mature in ninety days, giving the farmers 
an opportunity of sowing corn on the same 


land. But in and about the city the truck 
farmers and the gardeners are busy get- 
ting ready for the spring vegetables. Hot 
beds are now being prepared for cabbage, 
tomatoes, lettuce, radish, egg plants and 
pepper seeds. 

But there has been activity out of doors 
for the past few days. English peas, on- 
ion sets, Irish potatoes, turnips, spinach, 
kale, mustard, beets and radish have been 
put out. 

The ladies are preparing their flower gar- 
dens, Ojd negro gardeners with their 
| trowels and their hoes are in demand, and, 
as a seed man said yesterday, the whole 
town seems to have gone to planting. 

Sweet peas are being set out in profusion 
this year, the ground is now ready for 
them, and also for candy tuft and sweet 
alyssum, and also a few other hardy plants. 
All of the seed men and the stores where 
seed is sold say that there is being more 
planting done in Atlanta this year than 
ever before. Ground is being turned over 
that never felt the blade of a hoe before 
and places where heretofore only weeds 
and grass have grown will in a few weeks 
bloom with flowers. Many people who 
have always before had to buy their fresh 
vegetables will raise them this year them- 
selves, and the seed men are happy. 

And while all the planting. goes on, the 
weather man looks at his instruments and 
says nothing. We may have more cold 
weather and we may not. The weather 
man, with all his instruments, cannot tell 
what will happen a week or two hence, but 
come what may, spring has arrived in first- 
te style this year and the planting will 


go merrily on.

I stated yesterday to your representa- 
tive that I wanted every man who-had_ 
dealings with these money lenders to 
let me know the facts, and already I 
have several hundred paid notes with 
the statements signed by the parties 
giving me the information. In accumu- 
lating this evidence I do not propose to 
use either the names of the lender or 
borrower, but rather use the facts to 
sustain the position I shall take, namely, 
that the practice of lending money at ex- 
orbitant rates of interest is hurtful to 
any community and that every possible 
effort should be made by the business 
men to condemn it and break it up. 

I hope the press generally, as well as 
the ministers of our beloved city, will 
agitate the subject to the end fhat the 
people may be awakened and cry out 
in their might against this business 
which is so demoralizing to the youth 
of the country. 

A prominent lawyer tells me that any 
mortgage or order on a clerk’s salary 
is not worth the paper it is written on, 
because it tends to make the borrower 
a slave, and is, therefore, obnoxfous to 

“the law. Therefore, any young man 
who has outstanding obligations of this 
kind can rest easy on that score and 
his employer should be prompt to re- 
pudiate them if presented to him for 
payment, 

Having been asked if I was connected 
with any concern charging usurious in- 
terest, I want to say emphatically that 
I am not, never have been, nor never 
will be. 

I do not think any one would inten- 
tionally do me the injustice of charging 
to the contrary. But, whether they do 
or not, I ghall not be deterred from 
expressing my views on this subject, 
nor shall I quit the fight until victory 
is secured. H. C. STOCKDELL.

MATRON FOR STATION HOUSE. 


Finance Committee Decides on an Ap- 
propriation. 


SHE IS TO BE PAID $40 A MONTH 


* 


Will Be Elected in April— Captain Eng- 
lish Spoke Before the Com- 
mittee. 


It looks as if the police station will soon 


have a matron, The finance committee of 
the city council, in session at the city hall 
yesterday afternoon, unanimously decided 
to recommend the appropriation of $40 a 
month for this purpose. There is no doubt 
that this report will be adopted, and the 
matron will be elected with the policemen 


in April. 

Ever since the position was abolished 

some time. ago there has been a strong 
sentiment in the city in favor of re-creating 
the place. The ladies took an active in- 
terest in the matter, holding several en- 
thusiastic mass meetings. The council was 
petitioned to establish the position, but the 
matter was held over and nothing more 
was done until the police commissioners 
presented a petition to council at the last 
meeting asking that the appropriation be 
made. This petition was referred to the 
finance committee.for a report. 
Captain James W. English, of the police 
board, appeared before the committee yes- 
terday afternoon, and made a speech in 
favor of the matron. He sad there was 
great need for such a person around the 
police station, and that while the police 
board had opposed the re-creation’ of the 
position before; yet the commissioners were 
now in favor of it. He thought a strong, 
intelligent woman should be employed, and 
that she could not be secured for less than 
$40 a month. 

There was very little discussion on the 
matter. The committee decided not to 
make the place of matron a permanent 
position, but to make it merely appointive 
by the. police board so that the incumbent 
might be dismissed when the commission- 
ers saw fit. 

Chief Manly was present at the meeting 
to give his testimony as to the need of 
the matron, but the committeemen ap- 
peared to be convinced of this need, and 
Chief Manly did not speak. 


PRISONER SHOOTS A BAILIFF.

COTTON ALMOST SLUGGISH 


Transactions Represented One of the 
Smallest Markets for Recent 


a] Times. 


New Tork, March 1.—By Associated 
Press: The volume of speculation in the 
cotton exchange was very small today and 
almost entirely of a local character. The 
market after opening steady at an advance 
of 2@3 points, became almost sluggish. 
There appeared to be plenty of bullish 
advices, but they failed to take hold of 
speculative outsiders. The total ftransac- 
tions represented one of the smallest mar- 
kets for recent times. The early improve- 
ment was due to a better class of cables 
than had been expected at Liverpool. But 
advices from the south and elsewhere also 
had a bullish average. The southern spot 
markets showed strength, and the news 
from New England cloth markets was firm. 
There was some selling attempted on the 
theary that the market was overloaded with 
long cotton. The market yielded so stub- 
bornly, however, that the sellers became 
afraid to indorse their propositions by sell- 
ing to any extent. From the highest to the 
lowest prices the swing of today’s market 
Was only a matter of 5 points, with the sit- 
untlon in the afternoon of the stupid, steady 
sort, although estimates of small receipts 
and forecasts of rains in the south checked 
selling. The market was finally quiet and 
steady 1@3 points net higher.

WEAK AT THE CLOSE 


Stocks Wavered Upward and Downward 
~ In a Slaggish Manner. 


LONDON SOURCE OF SUPPORT 


Activity Toward the Close Was at Ex- 
pense of Values, Standard Stocks 
Showing Losses. 


New York, March 1.—Stocks today again 
opened up and then worked lower with 
some rallies. Dealings were on rather a 
less extensivé scale than of late. The spe- 
ciaities displayed extreme irregularity and 
the standing stocks showed weakness most 
of the day. The opening rise was associ- 
ated with the more favorable aspect of the 
Philippine situation due to Germany’s with- 
drawal of her cruiser, supposedly lessening 
the chance of complications. The $23,000,- 
000 in dividends and interest which was 
payable today had but little appreciable 
effect upon the money market. Atchison 
preferred and Burlington had an early ap- 
pearance of strength, but a large volume 
of selling orders appeared which, rightly 
or ‘wrongly, was attributed to some of the 
leading bull interests that had been con- 
spicuous purchasers for two months.

THE EXPORT INQUIRY IS LIGHT 


Wheat Lost a Fraction, Corn a Shade 
Lower, Oats Unchanged and Pro- 
visions Higher. 


Chicago, March 1.—Selling by shorts, owing 
to Thoman’s estimate of aver 200,000,000 
bushels still in farmers’ hands to be de- 
livered, held wheat down today and May 
closed 4%@%c lower. Corn left off a shade 
lower and oats unchanged. Pork advanced 
77 10e, lard 5c and ribs 5@7%c. 

Wheat started about where it left off 
yesterday, but the tendency was rather 
downward for an hour or so. The early 
news brought matter to: both bulls and 
bears. The former ‘were encouraged by 
the firmness of foreign markets, bad crop 
reports and diminished domestic -receipts. 
The latter were consoled by rains in Cali- 
fornia, where drouth has existed, and 
weather throughout the winter wheat coun- 
try less severely cold that had been er- 
pected. A Missouri state crop report called 
the condition of wheat 74 and the acreage 
7 per cent larger that last year’s, giving 
the total at 1,106,000 acres. Some aspersions 
were thrown upon the value of this, how- 
ever, as the increase claimed was, aspording 
to the report of the secretary of agriculture 
at Washington, 333,000 acres jess than were 
harvested in that state last year. Chicago 
receipts were 51 cars, of which 7 graded con- 
tract. Minneapolis and Duluth received 422 
cars, compared with 185 for the same day a 
year ago. Primary western market receipts 
amounted to 503,000 bushels, against 435,000 
last year. Shipments from Atlantic ports 
‘were equal in wheat and four to 615,000 
bushels. A heavy business was reported 
done for export at Kansas City, but the 
person there who owns most of the wheat 
available for prempt shipment denied that 
any had been sold. Thoman’s estimate of 
wheat in farmers’ hands March list made 
the quantity 216,000,000 bushels, and the mar- 
ket became weak on that announcement. 
It had been acting heavy, however, since 
the opening. New York reported very little 
inquiry for export. May opened a shade 
higher at 73%c and declined in an irregular 
way to 73%@73%%. It reached its low point 
on the Thoman’s figures. The shorts did 
the selling, and when they held their hands 
a few minutes the price bobbed up again 
to 73%c, and closed with seliers at 731. 

Light receipts and heavy clearances held 
corn steady within a narrow range. A sug- 
gestion from the country that the move- 
ment would continue small from now on 
caused considerable “covering. Receipts 
were 330 cars. May opened a shade higher 
at 37@37%c, held steady at 37%c, then weak- 
— with wheat 36%c, and closed at 36%@37c 
sellers. 

There was very little doing in the oats 
market and corn ‘was responsible for most 
of the fluctuations. Receipts were light at 
103 cars.

From The Wall Street Journal. 

While the statistical position appears 
tending toward greater ease and a moder- 
ate accumulation of supplies in excess of a 
year ago, European requirements and ab- 
sorption continue greater than early esti- 
mates with the result of firm markets on 
both continents. The liberal world’s wheat 
shipments for the week if up to estimates 
about equalize the small week preceding 
and together barely equal the theoretical 
requirements, Primary receipts for ten days 
past have dropped to about fourth place 
with 1893, 1892 and 1898 showing a larger 
movement. Clearances for the week show 
a resumption of business after the severe 
weather and will help to offset the million 
bushels increase in Northwestern stocks for 
the week. A moderate increase in the visi- 
ble supply for the week has been expected, 
but statistics of late have had apparently 
little influence on the trading. Increased 
shipments from Russia or India are watch- 
ed for with more interest than the small 
changes in home supplies. The first of the 
edent liberal Argentine shipments. will 

ardly reach Liverpool before the second 
week in March, as freight steamer time al- 
lows about thirty days. As the week opens 
statistics look bearish, and pit traders see 
only a scalping market. Foreign politics 
dropped out bf calculation overnight and 
the weather again assumes first place as 
a speculative factor, with the foreign mar- 
kets and export demand exerting a more 
gradual influence. United States clearances 
for the week at about one-half the world’s 
shipments indicate the increasing independ- 
ence of Europe of American supplies. This 
has a tendency to ease the premiums on 
spot wheat, and with the thedges undone 
for foreign account a readfustment of 
values will undoubtedly take piace. The 
outside speculation has become small, and 
with a crop scarce, and rumored foreign 
political complications the price has ranged 
within about 2% cents a bushel for a month.

During the congress of the Daughters 
of the American Revolution held in Wash- 
ington last week Mrs. W. G. Raoul offer- 
ed the following resolution: 


“Whereas the recent war with Spain 
countiess to be known as the Spanish war 
has demonstrated the love of country and 
willingness of the people from each and 
every section of our common land to come 
forward with enthusiastic patriotism to de- 
fend its honor or assert its rights, prov- 
ing thereby that the sectional animosities 
ergendered in the war between the states 
during the early sixties have happily died 
out from among us and that we feel our- 
selves a rt of a pres country united 
in brotherly love and national patriotism. 

“And, whereas, the object and purpose 
of this association is to promote the spirit 
of patriotism by preserving a _ grateful 
memory of our heroic past and by stim- 
ulating the spirit of our youth to emulate 
the d of their ancestors. 

And, whereas, we believe that this ob- 
ject is best promoted by exhibiting the 
truths of our history and consigning to 
ob n all names or party cries adopted 
in times of domestic strife and bitterness, 
because these names tend to obscure the 
truth and to keep alive dissension. 

“And, whereas, one of these names 

we feel to be the term War of the Re- 

— as applied to the war between the 
ates. 


“Now, therefore, be it resolved by the 
Daughters of the American Revolution in 
national convention assembled, That we 
use our influence throughout our society 
in each and every state to establish the 
name, War Between the States’ to desig- 
nate the war of 1861-65. As this term ex- 
presses the truth without offending any 
section of our great and united country.“ 

Though it might have been expected 


that such a resolution, when brought be- 
fore so large a body of women, gathered 
from all parts of the country, would have 
encountered adverse criticism or active 
opposition, yet such was not the case. On 
the contrary, the resolution was immedi- 


ately and eagerly seconded by a lady from. 


Massachusetts and one from Pennsylvania 
and was then passed by the assemblage 
without a dissenting voice. 

It may be thought that the name chosen 
iz a long and cumbersome one, and it has 
been suggested that the title civil war“ 
would be more concise and quite as ap- 
propriate, but there is a distinction between 
the two names which will commend itself 
at once to the thoughtful mind.

SOLDIERS’ SOCIETY 
ALREADY FORMED 


Keown as the ‘Service Men of the 
Spanish Var.“ 


ORGANIZED LAST NOVEMBER 


Captain Wilson I. Davenny Instrumen- 
tal in Forming Association. 


INCORPORATED UNDER LAWS DF KENTUCKY 


Will Perpetuate the Spirit of Fraterni- | 
‘ty and Cement the Friendships of 
the Late War. 


The Constitution, in a recent issue gave 
to the public information concerning a 
mew association to be known as the Span- 
ish-American War Veterans’ Association, 
to organize which a convention has been 
called. It now appears that an organiza- 
tion having objects identical with those 
contemplated with the veterans’ associa- 
tion with carefully digested, and completely 
developed plans, is aiready in existence. 

“The service men of the Spanish war,,“ 
conceived by Captain Wilson I. Davenny, 
commissary on the staff of Brigadier Gen- 
eral John H. Wiley, was organized at 
Camp Hamilton, Lexington, Ky., on Nov- 
ember Sth 1898. The organization was in- 
corporated under the laws of Kentucky, 
and a constitution was subsequently for- 
mulated and adopted. . 

Captain Davenny, who si adjutant of 
the society, and who was depot commissary 
at Columbus, until the departure of the 
troops from that camp, was in Atlanta 
yesterday, en route to Washington. He 
is under orders to be mustered out of the 
service and will return to his home in 
Chicago. 

The plans and purposes of the Service 
Men,” probably cannot be more clearly 
presented than in the language of the 
prospectus submitted by Captain Davenny 
to his fellow officers, at the time the so- 
clety was organized, It follows: 

“It is a just cause for national rejoic- 
ing that the intelligence and the valor of 
American soldierly so speeduy and splend- * 
ediy overmatched the arms of Spain on 
both land and sea; that Cuba has been 
rescued from the brutal grasp of Spanish 
sovereignty; that Porto Kico and hawaii 
have been brought under the flag of Amer- 
ican freedom and that the arrogant rule 
of Spain in the far away Philppines is 
broken These achievemets make for the 
expansion of our national life, the widen- 
ing of American influence and the uplitt- 
ing of humanity. 

Peace has come and with it the oppor- 
tunity of retrospecting the blessings. that 
have attended the cail to arms and its 
response. Chief among them and better 
even than territorial expansion, was the 
compete effacement of ail sectional lines— 
baptism of the whole people with the 
purest flame of patriotism—that made the 
men who had worn the blue and the gray, 
kindred in. the face of a common foe— 
comrades all, beneath their country's flag. 

“Nothing can make more certain the 
perpetuity of our free institutions than 
the complete and perfect cohesion of our 
own paces: And out of the crucible of 
arm conflict and the comradery that is 
born around the camp fire may come the 
very element most essential to the best 
development of our incomparable country: 

The Grand Army of the Republic, for 
more than a generation, has kept alive the 
love for the flag and the music of the 
union has been piaying ever since the men 
were marching in 1866. The Confederate 
veterans, too, have kept the camp fires 
burning and in memory have lived again 
the hardshiphs of their campaigns. 
But the latitude of birth is now forgotten 
and the soldiers of the north and of the 
south as fellow comrades of camp and 
field are joined in a common song of tri- 
umph over tyrrany. 

It is therefore fitting and proper that 
the feeling of fraternity so happily born 
should be given substancial expression and 
moulded into permanent form, And it is 
to this end that the society to be known 
as the Service Men of the spanish War“ 
is organized. Its purposes are purely so- 
cial and patriotic—to cement the friend- 
ships formed in the war with Spain, and 
to foster fealty to our free institutions— 
to weld into a new brotherhood the young 
men as well as the older ones who stood 
together for human liberty under the Stars 
and Stripes, in the dawn of the new cen- 
tury.“ 

“It was with this prospectus as a plat- 
form,“ says Captain Davenny, that the 
parent Camp Henry Clay No. 1, at Lexing- 
ton, Ky., was organized. The plan of or- 
ganization provides for local and state 
camps and a national camp to be constitu- 
ted by representatives elected annually in 
the local camps. Camp Henry Clay is the. 
supreme body only until the first assem- 
‘blage of the representatives to the national 
encampment. N 

The charter Ust of the organization, ex- 
hibited to The Constitution, bears the 
names of Brigadier General John A. Wiley, 
Colonel Robert W. Leonard, Twelfth regi- 
ment New York volunteer infantry, now in 
Cuba; Lieutenant Colonel Robert W. Banks, 
Third regiment Mississippi volunteer in- 
fantry; Colonel G. W. Gunder, One Hun 
dred and Sixtieth regiment, Indiana volun- 
teer infantry, now in Cuba; Colonel Thomas 
W. Smith, Third regiment Kentucky volun- 
teer infantry, now in Cuba; Colonel Myron

NO GUT IN RATES 
ON THE WEST POINT 
Railroad Commission Dees Not Consides 


It Wise Te Reduce Now. 
LARGE SHIPPERS SATISFIED 


Large Companies at Newnan Requested 
the Board Not To Cut.

railroad commission yesterday. 

. The only support given to the proposi- 
tion to reduce the rates came from New- 
nan, ‘while individuals and companies con- 
trolling three-fourth of the freight going 
in and out of that town signed a letter 
to the commission saying that they had no 
complaint to make against the rates in 
force. 

West Point, LaGrange, Fairburn, Palmet- 
to and the other towns on the road, with 
possibly the exception of one shipper at 
West 'Point, did not join in the petition for 
a cut in the rates, and it was stated that 
business men at all these points declined 

athe movement or share the ex- 
tof] rging a reduction. They said 


tainly showed the popularity of the road 
and its management with the people. 
The heaviest shippers at Newnan having 
expressed themselves as satisfied with the 
rates, and in view of the figures presented 


by President George C. Smith, of the At- 


lanta and West Point, the commission, by 
a vote of two to one, decided not to en- 
force the cut for the present. 

The West Point has undertaken an ex- 
tensive improvement of its property, Whiyn 
will cost it $300,000 or more, and i as 
thought inopportune to reduce its earnings 
at this time. In addition to the belt line 
which has been undertaken at Atlanta, it 
is probable that the company will soon be 
called upon to spend a large sum for a 
new station here. 

One of the points which counted strong- 
est for the road was the showing made by 
the president that all the money it derives 
from local business, added to that which 
it gets from business originating in the 
state and moving outside and that which 
originates outside the state and stops on 
the line, is not sufficient to pay operating 
expenses, interest and dividends. The im 
terest on the debentures is paid out of 
money derived from traffic which passes en- 
tirely over the road. It is the through bus- 
iness which enables the company to pay its 
interest and make improvements. The pres- 
ident gave full statistics of the operations 
of his company, explaining where the earn- 
ings came from, The amount derived from 
local traffic was much less than was (x- 
pected, although it was well known that 
the Atlanta and West Point enjoys a large 
through ‘business. 

It is the policy of the management to 
expend the surplus in improvements. and 
in service. The suburban passenger ser- 
vice is very efficient. Mr. Smith stated that 
he spent a large gum to give the patrons 
frequent trains and fast schedules for the 
purpose of affording every convenience to 
the public, with the hope that the country 
would build up. And there has been a 
Steady growth. 

The company has encouraged new indus- 
tries, both manufacturing and agriculttral, 
along its line; has improved all its stations; 
has put down heavy rails and bought the 
best cars and locomotives, Having no ter- 
minal in Atlanta, the management recently 
undertook to build a belt line, which it 
proposes to complete if the court dissolves 
the injunction. The money which the road 
earns is expended in large part in the state. 
All the money earned from local traffic 
and much which comes from interstate 
business is disbursed in Georgia for labor 
or in interest and dividends. 

The through traffic cannot be counted on 
as à permanent source of revenue, as it is 
always liable to be taken @way by com- 
peting lines. : 

Mr. Smith argued his case as a business 
proposition. The campany’s counsel did 
not appear in the case at all, ag the presi- 
dent considered it a pure business matter 
and not a legal one. 

Yesterday morning the commissioners 
talked over the case among: themselves 
and when the vote was taken Chairman 
Trammell voted to cut the rates 10 per cent, 
while Commissioners Crenshaw and Atkin- 
son voted against it. 

The road was ordered in the first class 
more than a year ago, but the commis- 
sion suspended the enforcement of the 
order, The vote yesterday was really on a 
motion to enforce the rule, and as the 
motion was lost the order will remain sus- 
pended for the present.

He even went before 
scientific men and demonstrated to his own 
satisfaction only that he could burrow gold 
hills with electricity. 

Telfair had to keep his gigantic concerns 
moving to some extent in order to make 
some show to those who had put their 
money into his colossal enterprise. That 
may be why he employed sixty negroes to 
secure laborers for him to go to his African 
gold mines.

AT THE STATE CAPITOL 


The prison commission announced yester- 


tation of sentence in the case of Robert 
Lewis, the slayer of Foreman Haynes, of 
the Prudential building, which was to have 
come up yesterday morning, would be heard 
by the commission Friday morning at 9 
o’ clock, 

This hearing before the pardon board will 
probably be the last that Lewis will have, 
and a hard fight will be made by his attor- 
ney to have the sentence of death com- 
muted to life imprisonment, 

Attorney Armenius Wright has hopes that 
the evidence to be introdtited by him Fri- 
day morning will be sufficiently strong to 
enable the commission to set aside the 
verdict of the court and commit Lewis to 
prison for life. Another examination of 
the mental condition of the condemned 
man will be made by physicians either to- 
day or early tomorrow morning, and it is 
practically certain that the physicians will 
recommend to the commission a commuta- 
tion of sentence. 

The condition of Robert Lewis, the con- 
demned man, is said to be miserable in 
the extreme, and according to the etate- 
ment of Dr, McDaniel, who has examined 
him, it would be little short of inhuman 
to execute the prisoner in his present state 
of mind and body. 

The commission will give a careful hear- 
ing to the evidence Friday, and the fate 
of Lewis will be finally determined on that 
occasion. 


Judge Turner, chairman of the prison 
commission, in speaking of the injunction 
case brought by the waterworks people of 
Milledgeville against the commission, which 
was concluded in favor of the latter in the 
federal court at Macon, has some interest- 
ing and breezy remarks to make. 

Judge Turner states that when he left 
the city for Macon after the decided report 
of Drs. Baird and O’Daniel to the effect 
that the proposed location of the prison 
buildings near the water supply of Mil- 
ledgeville could in no way endanger the 
water of the town, he had no idea but that 
the report would be accepted in good faith 
#nd according to mutual agreement. 

“We went down to Macon at the time set 
by Judge Speer for ‘hearing the temporary 
injunction against the.commission with the 
impression that no fight would be made 
against the report of the board of physi- 
cians, and wanted mafnly from the court a 
decree preventing further interference with 
the work of erecting the prison structures. 

“It had been agreed between us, and the 
Proposition came from the Milledgeville 
people and not from us, to appoint two 
well known physiclans whose knowledge 
of sanitation no one could doubt, that 
they were to decide, after careful investiga- 
tion, whether any pollution would be possi- 
ble to the water of the town owing to the 
proximity of the prison buildings. The de- 
cision, it was agreed, should be accepted 
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day morning that the hearing for commu- 
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by all, and you can imagine the surprise 
of the prison commission when, after the 
board of physicians had decided in favor 
of the commission; we found that a deter- 
mined fight was to be made anyhow in the 
federal court. 

“The case has now been decided, and I 
presume is over for good, although I can- 
not say what steps will, be taken by the 
counsel for the waterworks people of Mil- 
ledgeville.”’

ledgeville. 


Secretary Blackburn, of the state tax

This process will require a con- 
siderable time, and the attention of Sec- 
retary Blackburn will be directed almost 
constantly to this work. |
